Here in Texas, RACES (Radio Amateur Civil Emergency Service) 
has plans to use the in-place 900MHz networks for times of emergency. And more repeaters 
come online all the time to augment and increase the coverage of this band, for the good 
of the entire community, not just one entity. 


I therefore urge the Commission to DENY NextNav's proposal as submitted, and if desired, 
they could resubmit a new proposal that does not disrupt as many current users of the 
band. 
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
